Laſtly, That this Clawdis meritioncd by S*. Pawl, then livingat Rome, was 
the ſame Claudia, a Britan born, mentioned by Martial, isthe Opinion, 

and probable ConjeQure of many Modern Y/r:ters.

Here they lived fo piouſly , 
prayed ſo fervently, faſted ſo frequently , preached fo conſtantly, wrough 
Miracles ſo commonly , that many people of Inferiour Rank , and at 
King Ezhelbert himſelf was baptized, and embraced the Chriſtian Religion. 
The fame Ethelbert alſo ordered, that none ſhould be * forced into Reli- 
gion, having underſtood, that Chriſts Service ought to be voluntary , 
and not compelled. And if his Courtiers had been as cautious, not to em- 
brace Religion for Faſhion, as the King was carcfull they ſhould not receive 
it for Fear, there had not at that time been made*'ſo many Chriſtians , for 
Conveniency ( probably ) rather, then for Conſcience, who ſoon after re- 
turned again to Paganiſme. However, as it is rendered areaſon in the dayes 
of Hezekiah , why the 7ews at fo ſhort warning , ſo unanimouſly kept 
the Paſſcover , God had prepared the People, for the thing was done ſuddenly : 
ſo, on the fame account it came to paſſe, thatin ſo little a time ( beſides 
temporary Bclicyers) ſo many true and ſincere Converts 'embraced the 
Chriſtian Faith.

- 12. Then Auguſtine by his Letters informed Gregory of the Progreſlc, 
and Proficicncy of his Paines in England. Gregory returned him a dif. 
creet Anſwer, rejoycing with him, and adviſing ofhim; not to be puffed 
up by Pridc , for the great Miracles wrought by him, but, cinvendo gaw- 
dere, © gaudendo prenoncſtere. He minded him how , when the Diſciples 
triumphed at their rafong out of Devils, Chriſt more ſpirituallized their Lol 
rather to rejoyce that their Names were Written in Heaven. And indeed, 
as ſome eminent in Picty never attained this Honour (* 7ohn [ Baptiſt ] di 
no miracle: ) (ſo many, finally diſavowedof God , as unknown unto him, 
ſhall plead for themſelves { and truly no-doubt )) © i» thy N ame have we 
caſt out Devils. Yet , this Admonition of Gregory is with me (and ought 
to be with all unprejudiced perſons) an Argument beyond exception , that 
(though no diſcreet man will believe _Awguſtme's Miracles in the latitude 
of Monkiſh Relations) he is ignorantly and uncharitably peeviſh and mo- 
roſe, who utterly denies ſome Miracles to have been really cffeted by 
him. Abour the ſametime, S*. Gregory ſent from Rome Mellitus , Inſtws , 
Paulinus , and Reuffinianus , tobe Fellow-labourers with Cunguftine in the 
Engliſh Harveſt.

One of their Habitarion, ith 
Lumbard-ftreet itn London: the other of their Imployment, A LoMBARD unto 
this day ſignifying a Bank fort Y/ury, ot Pawas , ſtill continued in the Zow- 
Conneries and elſewhere. 
11. Mean time one may laWfully ſtile atthe Pope's Hypocriſy, forbidding 
Yſury asa (in ſo deteſtable under ſuch heavy penaltics in his Caron Law, whilft 
his own 7»ſfrements were the moſt wnconſcionable Prattiſers thereof without 
any control. 
12. Otho, Cardinal, Deatdn of Se. Nicholas, was ſent the Pope's Legate into 
England, and going to * Oxford, took up his Lodging in the Abbey of Oſney.

Notwithſtandingthe Pope uſually obtruded whom 
he pleaſed upon them. Say notthatF, 4/aph was an inconſiderable Carhedrall, 
being at great Diſtance &of ſmall Revenue, which might make them more offi. 
cious to comply with the King:ſceingthe pooreſt oft times prove the proudeſt, 
and pceviſheſt to their Superiours. Butalthough this quam of Loyalty took this 
Church for the preſent, we muſt confefſe that generally , Chapters ask the Kings 
leave, as Widows do their Fathers to marry; as a Complement notrequilite 
thereunto: as conceiving it Civility to 45k, but no Neceſeityto have his Appro- 
bation. 

56. Two eminent Arch-biſhops of Canterbury ſucceſſively filled that See, 
during the moſt part ofthis Kings Reign. Firſt, Edmond, Treaſurer of Salrsbury, 
born, ſay ſome, in ZLondon,and Chriſtencd in the ſame Font with Thomas Becket. 
My * Authour takes him educated in Ynrverſity Colledge in Oxford , agreat 
Scholar, and lover of learned men, refuſing to conſecrate Richard YYendover 
Biſhop of Rechefter, becauſe of his want ofSufficiency for ſuch a Funtion:here- 
upon he incurred the diſpleaſure of 0rho the Popes Legate ſiding with YYen- 
dever (requiring no other Qualification ſave Money to make a Biſhop) & was 
inforced toundertake a dangerous and expenſive journey to Rome , to his great 
Damage, and greater Diſgrace, being caſt in his Cauſe, after the ſpending of a 
thouſand Marks thercin. 
57. He took the boldneſle to tell the Pope of his Extortion; though little 
thereby was amended. After his return he fell into the Kings diſpleaſure: ſo that 
overpowered with his Adyerfarics,and circumvented with their malice, weary 
of his Native Country ( the miſcries whereof he much bemoaned) he went in- 
to voluntary Baniſhment. He died and was buried in Fraxce: and fix years after 
(which1 aſſure you was very ſoon, and contrary tothe modernCuſtome) was 
Saifited by Pope Innocent the fourth: Whoſe Body Lewes the fourth King of 
France \olemnly removed, and ſumptuouſlly inſhrined.

Firſt, they never preached in 
their Pariſhes ; Of fuch ſhepheards it could nor properly be ſaid, that, he 


1% leaveth the ſheep, a.d fieeth ; who (though taking the title of ſhepheard 


upon them) never ſaw their flock, nor ſet foot on Engliſh ground, Second- 
ly, no hoſpitality was kept for relicf of the poor : except they could fill their 
bellies on the hard names of their Paſtours, which they could not pronounce; 
Lord Cardinal of «Aerrfelre, Lord Cardinal de S' eAzgelo, Lord Cardinal 
Veverimo, &c, Yea, the Italians genrally farmed our their places to Proctors, 
their own Country-men ; who, mſtead of filling rhe bellics, grinded the faces 
of poor people : So that, what betwixt the Italian - hoſpitality, which none 
could ever {ce ; and the Latin Scrvice, which none could underſtand : the 
poor Engliſh were Ul fed, and worle rawght, Thirdly, the wealth of the 
Land leak'd out into forein Countries, to the much impovcriſhing of the 
Common-wealth, It was high time therefore for the King, and Parlia- 
ment, to take notice thereof ; who now enacted, that no alzexs ſhould here- 
aftcr hold = {uch preferments, nor any ſend over unto them, the revenucs 
of fuch Bencfices. As in the Printed Statutes more largely doth appear.

Thirdly, concerning the Sacrament of Penance, We will, that all Bi- 
ſhops, and Preachers, ſhall inſtru@ and teach Our people committed by 
Us unto their ſpiritual charge, thar they ought, and muſt conſtantly be- 
lieve, thar that Sacrament was inſtirute of Chriſt in the New Teſtament 
as a thing ſo neccſary for man's ſalvation, that no man, which after his 
baptiſme is fallen again; and hath committed deadly fin, can withour the 
ſame be ſaved, or attaineverlaſting life. 

Item, That like as ſuch men,which after Baptiſm doe fall again into fn, 
if they doe not penance in this life, ſhall undoubtedly be damned : even (o, 
whenſoever the ſame men ſhall convert themſelves from their naughty 
life, and doe ſuch penance for the ſame as Chriſt requireth of them, they 
ſhall withour doubr atrain remiſſion of their ſins, and ſhall be ſaved. 

Item, That the Sacrament of perfet# Penance, which Chriſt requireth of

At laſt Sir Anthony Denny went boldly unto Him, and plainly acquai 
Him of His dying condition', whereupon, Archbiſhop Cranmer was by the King 
his:defire ſent for, rogive him ſame ghoſtly, counſcll and comfort,

® Hen the Fornace of Perſecution in the Infancy of Chriſtianity was 
grown (o hot, that moſt Cities, Towns, and populous Places were 
vificed with that Epidemical Diſcaſe, many pious men fled into 
Deſarts, there to live with more ſafery, and ſerve God with lefſe 
| & diſturbance. No wilde humour to make themſclves miſetable, 
| and ro chaſe arid court their own co_ put chem on this prope, much lefſc 
- any Superſtirious Opinion of tranſcendent Sandity in a Solitary life, made 
chem willin ly to leave their former Habirations. For, whereas all men by their 
Birth are in ed ro their Countrey, there to ſtay and diſcharge all civil relati- 
ons; it had been diſhoneſty in them, like Bankrupts ro run away into the Wil- 
derneſſe ro defraud their Countrey their Creditor, except ſome violent Occa- 
fion { ſuch as Perſecution was) forced them thereunto : and this was the firſt Ori- 
| roun of Monks in the world ſo called from woyG- , becauſe living alone by them- 
elves.

| all » Abbeys. 


His was one main fault in all Ezgiiſb Abbeys, that the Builders did not 
| dig deep enough to lay the Foundation, as grounded on the foundred and 
| mouldring bottome of ſ#perſtition. For every Monaſtery was conceived 
a magazine of werit both for the Founder, his Anceſtors, and Poſterity. And 
although all theſe Dotations did carry the title of pare Alms, yet ſeriouſly con- 
 fidered, they will be found rather forced than free, as extorted from men with 
the fear of Purgatory, one flaſh of which fire believed, is able ro melt 4 miſer into 
charity, yea, which is worſe, many of their foundations had their morter tempered 
with zwnocent blood : For which we may conceiveafterwards, they ſped never a 
| whit the better. Togive ſome inſtances of many. 
| 2. Wolpher, King of the MERCIANS, having murdered Wolpbald, and Rufine, 
his own Sons, with cruel! and barbarons Immanity, becauſe they had devoted

Ext followed the diſſolving of alien Priories, of whoſe firſt founding and 
No rean ſorrs (omething muſt be obſerved. When the Kings of England 
by Conqueſt or Inheritance were poſſeſſed of many and great Territories 
in France ( Normandy, Aquitaine, Picardy, &c.) many French Monaſteries were 
\cndowed with lands in England, For an Engliſh kirchin or larder doth excellent- 
ly well with a French hail. And whilſt forreigners tongues lighted our Ifland 
'( as barren in compariſon of their own Countrey ) at the ſame time, they would 
lick their lips after the full-fare which our _—_— afforded. 
2+ Very numerous were theſe Cells in England relating to forreign Cabbeys 
ſcattered all over the Kingdome. One Fohn Norbsry ereted two for his part, 
| the one at Greenwich, the other at Leweſham in Kent. Yea, « Roger de Poittiers, 
founded on in the remoteſt corner of the Land, in the Town of Lancaſter, the 
[richeſt of them all for annuall income was that which f T#o Talbos builc at Spal- 
ding in Lincols ſhire, giving itto the Monks of Angiers in France, 8 valued at no 
W e than $872 lib.

| ſelves, who though having an honorary dependance on, and bearing a ſubordi- 
'nation of reſpeR unro French Abbeys, yet had a Prioy of their own, being an in- 
tire body of themſelves to all purpoſes and intents. The former not unlike Sre- 
| wards managing profits for the behoof of their Mefter, ro whom they were re- 
ſponfible. The later reſembling retainers at large, acknowledging a generall re- 
| ference, bur not accomptable unto them, for the revenues they received, Now 
both theſe kindes of Priories peaceably enjoyed their poſleſſtons here, even after 

the revolt of thoſe Principalities from the Crown of Enzland : yer fo, that du- 
| ring open hoſtiliry and aRuall warre betwixt England and France, their revenues 
| were ſciſed and taken by the King, and reſtored again when amity was ſetled. 

4. But King Richard the ſreond and King Henry the fourth, not (o fair as their 
predeceſſors herein, notonely detained thole revenues in time of peace, but alſo 
diverted them from their proper uſe, and beſtowed them on ſome of their L«y- 
| ſervants, So that the Crown was little enriched therewith : eſpecially if it be crue 
| what Arundel Archbiſhop of Canterbary averred in'the houſe of Commons to the

| enſuing took no effet. But this doth intimate, ( though I had rather learn than 
teach in (0 dark a point ) that thoſe alien Priories ſtill Rood undiflolved by Att of 
| State, witha poſhbility to revert to their former uſe, and though the King had 
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faſtned upon their profits by his abſolute power, yet as yet they were not ſetled 
and cſtabliſhed in the Crown by A# of Parliament, 

5. Burt in the fourth year of King Henry the fift, in the heat and height of His 
Warres with France, all ſuch Priories alien, as were not Conventuall, were by 
ARot = Parliament diſſolved, and beſtowed on the King. Ir being conceived 
unſafe, that men, moving according toa forreign intereſt, having their affeRions 
leading them beyond the (cas, and their aRions following, ( when befriended 
with ſecrefie} ſhould be maintained in this Kingdome. Beſides it tended tothe 
manifeſt detriment of the State, that ſuch ſhould tranſport our coy and comme. 
dities into an enemies Countrey, withour returning a proportionable profit to the 
Common-wealth. Other alien Priories, which were Conventuall, ſurvived uncill 
the general mortality of. Z»gi#ſb Monaſteries. Thelſc alien Priories were not con- 
ceived to have ſuch a tempration to diſloyalty, as the others, having their abſo- 


their birth, rhey were counted Naturalized in a manner in regard of their edu- 
cation and livelyhood. 

6. Thediſſolving of theſe Priories, made a dangerous impreffion on all the 
reſt. Say not that Engliſh Abbeys were unconcerned, becauſe theſe ſtrangers be- 
ing rather ſuckers than brexches of their tree, their growing was a burthen, and 
their pruning off a benefit thereuntoz for, though Aliens in their Conntrey, they 
were Allies in their Canſe, there being an «affinity betwixt all religious Foundati- 
ons. And now here was an AQ of State for precedent, That without fin of $acri- 
ledge ſuch Donations might be iſſolued. Uſe was made hereof, beyond the Kings 
intention, who, in this aQt not coverow,, but politick, aiming rather to ſecare than 
enrich Himſclt : whereas now ſome Courtiers by His taſting on the ſweet 
of Abbey-lands, made their break-faſts thereon in the time of Hewry the fit, which 
increaſcd their appetites to die on the ſame in the daies of King Henry the eighth,

| ons, patronages, amd all herediramencs formerly belonging to Priories, and 
fince their d:ſolution to the Crown,as in the printed Statute * more largely doth 
| appear. All perſons holding any Leaſes, Penfions, Corodies, &c. by former 
| grants from % Covents came into the Courr, produced their Deeds, and _ 
| examination of the validity thereof had the ſame allowed unto them. And al- 
| thaugh providence for theraſclves, and affcRion to their kindred, prompted ma- 
ny Fryers and Covents foreſceing their rottering condition to antedare Leates 
to their friends juſt at the diſſolution, yer were they ſo frighted with fear of dil- 
| covery, that very few frauds inthat kinde were committed. The Court was very 
| tender in continuing any Leaſes upon that leaſt legall conſideration. 

3- But after ſome continuance of this Court, the King's urgent occaſions could 
not (tay for the (low coming in of money from the yearly Revenues of Abbey- 
land, infomuch that He was necefficated to ſell our-right a great part of thoſe 
| Lands for the preſent advance of Treaſure, and rhercby quickly was the Court 
of Augmentation diminiſhed. The King therefore took into conſideration to 
diſſolve ir as ſuperfluous, wherein the Officers were many, their Penſions great, 
| Crown profits thereby ſmall, and Cauſes therein depending few, fo that it was 
not worth the while to keep up a Mill crogrinde that griſt, where the Toll would 
| norquiz coſt. It was e reſolved to ſtop up this by-ffream, that all cauſes 
therein (hould run ia the antient chanzelil of the former Courts of Weſtminſter.

20.' How muchthe yearly revenue of all theſe Chanteries, Free Chappels, and: 
Colledges, amounted to, Ged knows, for the King knew as little as ſome in our Age. 
Indeed, ſome of His Officers did, but would nor know, as wilfully concealing 
their knowledge herein. Yea, ſome of theſe Chameries may be ſaid in a double 
ſenſe to be ſ#ppreſt, as not onely put down, bur alſo concealed, never coming into 
the Exchequer, being ſilently pocketed bp by private (but potent) perſons. True 
itis, the Courtiers were more fapacious tocatch, and voracious to ſwallow theſe 
Chamteries, than ,dbbey-lands. For, at the firſt many were ſcrupulous in minde, 
or modeſt inmanners, doubting the acceptance of Abbey-land, though «ered 
unto them, rill profit and cuſtome ( two very able Confeſſovrs ) had, by degrees, 
ſatisfied their conſciences, and abſolved them from any tault therein. Now, all 
ſcruples removed, Chantery-land went down without any regreet. Yea, ſuch

No ſex, quality, or age, eſcap'd him, 
whoſe fury reached from John Ferry a lad of eight yeers old, by him Ee 
todeath; even unto Hugh Leverock, a Creeple, ſixty cight yeers old, whom 
he cauſed to be burnt.

occaſrom of offence. On the 25, of the lame moneth, our Engliſh with | 
great joy, entred their new Church, and had two Sermons pre:ched therein, 
totheir {ingular comfort. About which time they conſtituted their Church, | 
chooſing a Miniſter, and Deacons for a time; and, out of conformity to | 
the French, abrogated many things, tormerly uſed by them in the Church of 
England, as namely, 

1, They concluded, that the anſwering aloud after the Miniſter ſhould 

not be uſed,

What is meant by framing their Confeſſion according to the State and Time, 
[ underſtand not ( muſt our confeſſions, as cur clothes follow the faſhions 
of the State, and place we livein? ) except it be this, that it was made more 
particularly, not only for /imners, but for exiles, acknowledging their pre- 
lent baniſhment, juſtly inflicted on them for their offences. The prayer 4e- 
viſed after Sermon, according ro the genuine ſenſe of the word, ſeems no 
extemporary prayer then conceived by the Miniſter, but a fet torme former- 
ly agreed upon by the Congregation.

45- This occalioned ſeveral! reiterated letters from Frankford; prel-| 

ing, and requjring thoſe of Zurich deeply to weigh this matter of Gods calling, and 
the neceſſity of uniting themſelves in one Congregation. Let none ſay that Frank-. 
ford might as well Come to Zurich as Zwrich to Frank ford g ee the Em l;ſb- | 
Zarichians ( though not in number ) in learning, and quality equalled, y; not | 
exceeded thoſe of Frankford. For Frankford was neerer to Fuclend, and 
more convenient for receiving intelligence thence, and returning it thither. 
Beſides all Chriſtendome met at Frankford twice a yeer / the vernal and au- 
tumnal mart ) and, grant there was more /carning at Zarich, there were 
moe books at Frankford, with conveniences to advance their ſtudics. But 
chiefly, at” Frankford the Congregation enjoyed molt ample priviledges:; 
and it was conceived it would much conduce to the credit, and comfort 
of the Engliſh Church, if the diſperſed handfulls of their exiles, were bound 
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up in one ſheaf, united into one Congregation, where they might ſerve God in 
purity of faith, and integrity of tife, having both Doftrine, and Diſcipline free from 
any mixture of ſuperſtition, 
Notwithſtanding this their importunity, thoſe of Zurich made no 

other addreſles to Frankford, than by dilatory letters excuſling themſelves 
from coming thither, Some ſaw no abſolute neceſlity, that all the Engliſh 
ſhould repair to one place; conceiving it rather ſafer, to adventure them- 
ſelves in ſeveral bottams, and live in diſtin Colonies. Others were diſplea- 
ſed with the imperative ſtile of the letter from Frankford, requiring them to 
come thitherz exceeding the bounds of counſel! for convenience, into com- 
mand for conſcience : Fry charging recuſancy herein, as a fin on the ſoul of 
ed,they were already peacably ſcated,and courteouſly 

uſed at Zarich : and, to goe away before they had the leaſt injury offered them, 
was to offer an injury to thoſe,who,ſo long and lovingly had entertained them. 
Some inſiſted on the material point, how they ſhould be maintained at Frank» 
ford, there ___—_ required to their living there, than their bare coming 
thither. But, the main was, thoſe of Zarich were reſolved no whit to recede

the Biſhop of Rome to be in fulneſ(s of power. - Him alone

And whereas the happineſs of a bleſſed peace between theſe Kingdoms, | 
denied in former times to our progenitours, is by the good provi- 
dence of God unto us, and hath been lately concluded, and 
ſerled by both Parliamenes, we ſhall each one of us according to our 
place, and intereſt, endeavour that they remain conjoyned in a firme 
peace and union to all poſterity, and that juſtice may be done upon 
the wilfull oppoſers | hook: in manner expreſſed in the precedent 
Articl | 

We ſhall alſo according to our places and callings, in this common cauſe 
of Religion, liberty, and peace of the Kingdoms, affiſt, and_de- 
fend all rhoſe that enter into this league and Coyenant, in the main- 
taining and purſuing thereof, and ſhall not ſuffer our ſelves dircGly, 
or indiretly, by whatſoever combination, perſwafion, or-terrour 
to be divided, and withdrawn from this bleſſed ConjunQion and 


union, whether to make defetion to the contrary part,-or to give. 
our ſelves to a deteſtable indifferency or neutrality in this cauſe, 
which ſo much concerneth the glory of God, the good of the King- 
domes, and honour of the King, but ſhall all the dayes of our lives 
zealouſly and conſtantly endeavour to continue therein againſt all 
oppoſition, and promote the fame according to our power a- 
gainſt all lets and impediments whatſoever; and what we are not 
able of our (elves to ſuppreſs or overcome,” we ſhall reveal and 
make known,that it may be timely prevented or removed. All which
